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Foreword

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Introduction 


Until recently, archives were associated with historical research and 
textual records. The development of the computer followed by rapid 
advances in the related electronic technology have supported statistical 
and analytical techniques based on a different form of information - 
machine readable data. The data archive evolved as part of this 
electronic transition to manage the unique access and_ storage 
requirements of the new media in terms of support documentation and 
physical maintenance. Most data archives in Canada are located within 
university environments and serve the interests of the various research 
communities according to their respective resources and concerns which 
often tend toward a specific interest or current research trend. 


Since its establishment in 1973, the Machine Readable Archives (MRA) has, 
in accordance with its responsibilities as a division of the Public 
Archives of Canada, provided archival and records management services for 
machine readable data of historical/research value created within the 


federal jurisdiction and to a lesser extent in the private sector. The 
ever increasing holdings of the MRA contain computer files relating to 
many facets of significance to Canadian life. Among these are _ the 
alcohol, drug and tobacco research data files which are described in this 
publication. Most have been acquired upon request, and in co-operation 
with Health and Welfare Canada, following archival appraisal and records 
management procedures. Such processes expedite data acquisitions from 


the federal government but the acquisition of data from other areas is a 
matter of the goodwill and concern of the donor/creator. 


During 1975 the MRA, in recognition of the social significance of 
addictions research, became actively involved in the research output and 
interests of this field. The impetus for this situation came from the 
former Non-Medical Use of Drugs Directorate but there has_ been 
considerable support and interest from other areas particularly the 
research component of the Alcohol and Drug Commission of British 
Columbia. In the past three years, the MRA has provided statistical 
analysis and data file copies to addictions research organizations and 
individuals in both the public and private sectors and maintained a 
co-operative relationship with the Drug Abuse Data Centre in Fort Worth, 
Texas. The division has been represented at several addiction related 
conferences in Canada and participated in one abroad. This direct 
involvement has facilitated the development of an acquisition strategy 
relevant to both historical and research interests alike. The MRA 
expects to acquire the Canada Health Survey and significant treatment 
data within the near future. It is hoped that these additions will 
further stimulate the use of existing material for immediate needs by 
secondary analysis.
